The Earl of Dumbarton, Commander in Chief of his Majeſties 
Forces in Scotland, having notice that the Rebels had paſled the Ri- 
ver Levin above Dumbarton, Marched from Glaſcow the Sevent&nth 
very early.in the Morning after them , 'they taking their way to- 


wards Sterling, and overtook-them in the Pariſh -of K;jlerne ; The 
Horſe and Dragoons kept up the Rebels till the Foot arrived, but they 


. were. Poſted in10 ſtrong a Ground, and it was ſolate inthe Evening, 


that it was not thought fit then to Attack them, ſo the Kings Ar- 
my ſtood in Battle ail Night, to be ready ſo ſoon as Day-Light ap- 
peared,to fall upon them, but the Rebels wich great ſilence Marched 
odin the Night towards the River C/yde , which they Swam with 
their - Horſe, and carried over their Foot in Boats near a Village cal- 
led Kzlpzvricke , and ſo got without 'much reſiſtance into Renfrew. 
The Kings Army miſſing the Rebels in the MOrOng: Marched with- 
all diligence to' Glaſcow, where, after they had reſted two Hours, the 

Earl of Dumibartzz with the Horſe and Dragoons. Marched after | 
them , leaving the Foot to follow with all the haſte they could 


| make, but ſoon after he received Intelligence, That the Rebels were 


Running away in great Confuſion. 


The ſame day ( being the 18th_) about ſeven at night, three 
Servants belonging to Gentlemen of Renfrew, found the late Earl 
of Argyle running away with a Bonnet on his Head, endeavouring 
to get towards the Ford of Chde at I=chennan , Herefuſed at firſt to 
tell his Name, or to render himſelf, whereupon they Wounded 
him, and would have Killed himz but that he told them he was the 


Earl of Argyle ; Then they took him and brought him to their 


Commander the Lord Cochran, who carried him Priſoner to Glaſcow 
to the Earl of Winton, who Commands there, and who ſent this 
Relation to His Majeſties Privy - Council at Edenbargh.
